Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

I. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

A. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kajiwara, US 
No. 5,295,341 ("Kajiwara"). In short, Kajiwara discloses a casing (60, 62) comprising 
first (1 0) and second sections (11). 

1 . There is a joint for sealing the sections together (figure 2) to prevent leakage 
through the casing (60, 62). The joint including a groove (16) in the first section and a 
tongue (14) extending from the second section to a distal end in the groove (Figure 2). 

2. The tongue has a slot (near 26) extending into the distal end for splitting the 
tongue into first and second forks in frictional engagement with the groove (Figure 2). 

3. The forks are compressed together by the groove to narrow the slot from top to 
bottom to retain the tongue in the groove (Figure 2). 

4. The tongue extends from a latterly extending flange surface to present a 
shoulder on either side of the tongue. 

5. The tongue is spaced from the bottom of the groove when the shoulders engage 
the sealing surface (Figure 2). 
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6. The distal ends of the forks on the tongue are tapered inwardly (@24) to facilitate 
insertion of the tongue into the groove (figure 2). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-1 1 are allowed, 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, with regard to claims 1-11, see remarks, filed 5 May 
2005, have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous of rejection has 
been withdrawn. The claims are allowed. 

Applicants arguments filed with regard to claim 13 have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. The tongue of Kajiwara have a narrower width than the 
groove, see Fig. 2.
